UNITED STATES AND CHINA, 

In his message to congress on the grd 
December, President Roosevelt, ‘referring ‘to 
the agreement with China stated as follows :— _ 

Owing to the rapid growth ‘of our power and 
our interests on the Pacific, whatever happens 
in China must-be .of the keenest national con- 
cerntous, | 

Tho general terms of the settlement ofthe 
questions growing out ‘of the antiforeign up» 
risings in China of 1900, having been formulated 
in a joint nate addressed to China by the 
representatives of the ‘injured powers in De. 
cember last,’ were promptly accepted by the 
Chinese government. After protracted confer- 
‘ences the plenipotentiaries of the several powers 
were able to sign a final protocol, with the Chi- 
nese plenipotentiaries on the 7th of last Sept, 
setting forth the measures taken by China in 
compliance with the demands of the joint note, 
and expressing their satisfaction therewith. It 
will be laid before the congress, with a report 
of the plenipotentiary on behalf of the United 
States, Mr. Williain Woodville Rockhill, to 
whom high praise is due for the tact, good 
judgment and energy he has displayed in per- 
forming an exceptionally difficult and delicate 
"task. si¢ ' 

* BETTER FUTURE RELATIONS. 

The agreement reached disposes in a man- 
ner satisfactory. to the powers ‘of the various 
frounds of complaint, and will contribute 
‘materially to better future relations between 
China and the ‘powers, Reparation has been 
made by China for the murder of foreigners 
‘during the uprising and punishment has been 
inflicted on the officials, ‘however high in rank, 
recognized as responsible for or having parti+ 
Cipated in the outbrenk. Official examinations 
have been forbidden fora period of five years | 
in all cities in which foreigners have -heen 
murdered or cruelly ‘treated, and edicts have 
been issued making all officials ditectly respon- 
sible far the future snfety of foreigners and for 
the suppression of violence against them.
